Puerto Mexico, Mexico July 21 — 


Before his departure Huerta revealed 
plans of eventually joining Portifirw 
Diaz in France. 
He predicted that 


Wilson's policy would be a failure in 
six months for lack of strong men in 
Mexico. 


"Wilson, Carranza and Villa are my 


friends. 
Have they not made me fa- 


mous?" said Huerta. 


The dictator's last act on Mexican 


soil was to overrule the wishes of 
General Blanquet, who wanted the lo- 
cal would-be assassins placed in the 
Puerto jail. 


Carranza is For Peace. 


General Carranza yesterday inform- 


ed the United States government that 
he was ready to declare a suspension 
of hostilities against the government 
of provisional 
President Carbajal, 


Huerta's sucessor, pending negotia- 
tions with his representatives for the 
transfer of authority at Mexico City 
to the Constitutionalists. 


General Carranza is insistent, how- 


ever, that the surrender of the Car- 
bajal government should be uncon- 
ditional. He is willing, it is declared 
by his representatives here, to grant 
a limited amnesty,not as a condition 
of surrender, but as a voluntary act 
of generosity on the part of the Con- 
stitutionalists after they obtain the 
reins of government 
It is the in- 


tention of the Constitutionalists to 
give guarantee of safety to the peo- 
ple generally, but to prosecute ring- 
leaders in the plot through which Ma- 
dero was overthrown. 
Most of the 


latter, however, already have left 
Mexico.

and for bathing purposes. Often the 
camps are located close together and 
if there is careless disposal of the 
wastes by those up stream they be- 
come an active menace to thoie be- 
low. 


For the sake of safety be careful 


in selecting a bathing place. Stream! 
should be avoided which are contami- 
nated by city sewage. When there to 
any doubt regarding the character of 
the water it is better to boil the en- 
tire supply used for drinking and cul- 
inary 
purposes and to forgo the 


pleasure of swimming. 


On picnics and excursions to the 


country unused wells and those in 
barn-yards or near out houses should 
be avoided. Even springs are not al- 
ways to be relied upon for they are 
often contaminated by the drainage 
from adjacent properties.

Before his departure Huerta revealed 
plans of eventually joining Portifirw 
Diaz in France. 
He predicted that

"Wilson, Carranza and Villa are my 


friends. 
Have they not made me fa- 


mous?" said Huerta. 


The dictator's last act on Mexican 


soil was to overrule the wishes of 
General Blanquet, who wanted the lo- 
cal would-be assassins placed in the 
Puerto jail. 


Carranza is For Peace. 


General Carranza yesterday inform- 


ed the United States government that 
he was ready to declare a suspension 
of hostilities against the government 
of provisional 
President Carbajal, 


Huerta's sucessor, pending negotia- 
tions with his representatives for the 
transfer of authority at Mexico City 
to the Constitutionalists. 


General Carranza is insistent, how- 


ever, that the surrender of the Car- 
bajal government should be uncon- 
ditional. He is willing, it is declared 
by his representatives here, to grant 
a limited amnesty,not as a condition 
of surrender, but as a voluntary act 
of generosity on the part of the Con- 
stitutionalists after they obtain the 
reins of government 
It is the in- 


tention of the Constitutionalists to 
give guarantee of safety to the peo- 
ple generally, but to prosecute ring- 
leaders in the plot through which Ma- 
dero was overthrown.

Often the 
camps are located close together and 
if there is careless disposal of the 
wastes by those up stream they be- 
come an active menace to thoie be- 
low. 


For the sake of safety be careful 


in selecting a bathing place. Stream! 
should be avoided which are contami- 
nated by city sewage. When there to 
any doubt regarding the character of 
the water it is better to boil the en- 
tire supply used for drinking and cul- 
inary 
purposes and to forgo the 


pleasure of swimming. 


On picnics and excursions to the 


country unused wells and those in 
barn-yards or near out houses should 
be avoided.
